LIFE BY ASSASSIN IN ROME

ROME, March 4—An attempt was
made to assassinate King Vietor Em-
manuel this morning. Thres shots
weore fired st the king, but all missed
thelr target and his majesty esoaped
unhurt. His assallant was arrested.
Hep gave his nume ns Antonlo Dalba.

The king was just Jeaving the pal-
ace on his way to the Puntheon to
attend the annual memorial service in
honor of his father, King Mumbert,
who was #laln by n#n assassin at
Monza, July 26, 1900,

Man Fires from Behind Crowd.

Dalba fired from behind tho crowd
in the atreets. One of the officers of
the king's bodyguard fell wounded.

There was tremendous excitement
in the crowd, which turned on Dalbu,

a mere youth, and attempted to lynch)

him. Tha police finally rescued him
from the elutches of the mob.

The procession was passing along
the Vian Lata when the shots rang
out from amid the crowd. The sold-
fera following the earrizge Immedate-
Iy dashed forward and as they did
sy their commander fell from .his
horse,

King Calm in Crisis,

The wounded officer was moved lo
one side by some of hizx men while the
others dashed up to the royal carrlage,
where they found the king and quesn
pitting calm and unmoved. Meanwhile
the crowd selzed the man wno had
fired the shots and attempted to lynch
him. He was so badly handled that
he was scarcely able to answer ques
tions when he was handed over to the
police.

The royal procegsion was scarcely
interrupted, but proceeded townrd the
Pantheon, where the wnss of King
Humbert was completed without furth-
er incldent, and after the conclusion
of the gervice the king ~nd queen ve-
turned to the Quirinal along the same
ronte.
